Japs Report 
Yank Landings 
Upon Cebu 


By H. D. QUIGG 
Manila. March 27 (UP) (—Tokyo 


radio said today that American 
troops had landed on Cebu. one of 
the last three major islands in 
the Philippines still controlled 
by 


the Japanese. 


The enemy oroadcast. which was 


not confirmed, reported the land- 
ings began yesterday morning un- 
der cover of a naval bombardment 
from six cruisers and several de- 
stroyers. . 


According to Tokyo, the assault 


forces went ashore at Talisay on 
the east coast of the central Philip- 
pines island. There are two towns 
of that name on Cebu. One if five 
miles south of Cebu City, capital 
of the island, while the 
other so 


near the northeast top, only 18 miles 
west of American-held Leyte. 


Cebu, a long narrow island cov- 


ering 1,800 square miles, has been 
the target for increasingly heavy 
air attacks recently by Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur's bombers from the 
Philippines. 


His communique today disclosed 


that 13th Air Force Librators aad 
Mitchells ripped Cebu City 
and 


ncaby Nagatan with 250 tons of ex- 
plosives Saturday 
in the 
heav- 


iest assault in the past week. 


Gun positions, railroad yards and 


amuni.tion dumps were shattered 
in and around Cebu City, which is 
350 miles southeast of Manila. 


The island in the Visayan group 


lies between Negros 
and 
Bo- 


hol, the remaining two major isl- 
ands held by the Japanese. Ne- 
groes is the last remaining bar- 
rier 
between 
Cebu and Panay, 


where 
40th 
Division motorized 


units reached Capiz on the northern 
coast without opposition and push- 
ed within five miles of San Jose 
on the west coast to virtually clear 
the island. 


The communique announced that 


14,753 enemy dead had been count- 
ed and 171 prisoners taken in the 
Philippines during the past week, 
bringing the to'tal Japanese casual- 
ties for the entire campaign 
to 


297,024 . 


While the enemy losses were not 


broken down into dead and wound- 
ed, it was presumed that most of 
them were killed. 


Despite the heavy 
casualties, 


which amounted to more than 1,- 
500 a day, the Japanese still were 
fighting savagely on three fronts 
in Luzon.

South Claims

Washington, March 27 — (/P)— A 


first round victory was claimed to- 
day for the South in its fight for 
lower freight rates. 
Every one of more than 25 south- 


ern congressmen questioned gave 
this interpretation'to the supreme 
court's decision yesterday to hear a 
Georgia suit charging 20 railroads 
with conspiring to fix rates discrim- 
inatory to the south.

Quonset huts—"they really seemed 
luxurious." Now many large quonet 
huts and wooden buildings make 
up the hospital plant complete with 
modern equipment of all types." 


The story of that equipment is 


one of conversion, of manufacture 
here from crap materials and with 
a minimum of tools, of scores of 
devices not included in equipment 
of the hospital which originally had 
only field supplies, how has most 
equipment found in the larger and 
most up-to-date hospitals. 


Improvisation reached its peak 


in. providing equipment for: the 
dental clinic operated by Shaffer. 
Set up in a Quonset hut divided 
into a dozen offices for various 
types of dental work, the clinic is 
equipped- with much Japanese ma- 
terial found abandoned when the 
island was captured. Among this 
former enemy material are all of 
the dental chairs now in use. One, 
Shaffer likes to point out, was pur- 
chased by Japan in the United 
States and 
was 
manufactured 


about 1885. The others all are exact 
copes—made in Japan. 


Even one of the technicians who 


turns out artificial teeth for wound- 
ed men, Shaffer says, was left be- 
hind by the enemy. He is a young 
ehamorro trained in Tokyo who 
formerly worked for a Japanese 
dentist here, but now has one big 
ambition—to 
join

Japs Report

Manila. March 27 (UP) (—Tokyo

According to Tokyo, the assault

— Floods inundated additional thou 
sands of acres of farmland in wes 
Tennessee and southeast Louisiana 
today and a new threat developec 
along the St. Francis river in south 
ern Missouri and Arkansas. 


A growing break in the Booth's

The Mississippi, rising gradually

Louis, reached 38.8 feet, 4.8 above 
flood stage, at Memphis yesterday 
and passed 19 feet, two feet above 
flood level, at New Orleans. 


The flood danger in southern Mis- 


souri and northwest Arkansas war 
posed by the Wappapelo dam and 
reservoir. Col. G. W. Millar, Mem 
phis district engineer, said the res- 
ervoir was now near spillway crest 
and there would be no way of con- 
trolling the flow in event of heavy 
rain.

Lloyd George 
Dead; Britain 
Pays Tribute 


London, March 27 — (/P)—Britain 


paused amid the tumult of war to- 
day to pay tribute to David Lloyd 
George, her famed prime minister 
during the first world struggle who 
died last night at his. quiet farm 
home in North Wales. 


The nation's leaders, press and 


public united in eulogizing the man 
who 
successfully 
led 
Britain 


through one war and in his later 
years 'tried to awaken her to the 
danger of a resurgent Germany. 


Formal ceremonies in honor of 


the 
colorful 
statesman 
were 


planned in the House of Commons 
where Prime Minister Churchill, 
just returned from a visit to the 
western front, was expected to de- 
liver a formal tribute today or to- 
morrow on behalf of the govern- 
ment. 


Viscount Cranborne, leader of the 


House of Lords, will speak for the 
government there. 


Lloyd George's death left former

Japs Expect Hitler, Himmler 
and Mussolini to Seek Refuge

manian diplomat en route

the Japanese firmly expect Adolf 
Hitler, Hoinrlch Himmler and Be- 
nlto Mussolini to seek refuge,in Ja- 
pan "almost any time" now that 
Germany's cause seems hopeless. 


"The fact is, they've been ex- 


pecting them for a long time," de- 
clared the diplomat, Victor Gutxu- 
isco, a former member of the Ro- 
manian embassy staff in Tokyo who 
has just arrived in Moscow. 


He said the Japanese did not ap- 


pear particularly pleased about the 
prospect of .giving shelter to Nazi 
jr Facist leaders,, fearing that it 
may only make life 
harder 
for 


hem than it already is. 


Gutxulesco, who trs'alled through 


Manchuria on his way here, said 
lie had found an unmistakable spir- 
it of defeat prevailing everywhere 
among the Japanese. Although the 


press and radio arc carrying on 
an intensive campaign to convince 
the people they will win the war, 
Gulxulcsco said no single average 
Japanese with whom ha had talked 
— including some army officers — 
really believed this. 
He added emphatically, however, 


that anyone who thinks the Japa- 
nese arc going to quit is gravely 
mistaken. 
Gutxulesco attributed the spirit of 


dcieut partly lo recent American air 
raids, which he declared had wiped 
out entire blocks of Tokyo and re 
duccd the standard of living there 
to little better than a bare exist 
cnce level. 


The Romanian diplomat said liv 


ing conditions were so bad that he 
had lost 33 pounds in the last fou 
months, even though he was livin 
on diplomatic rations — which 'hi 
said were better than 95 per cent o 
thd Japanese people had.
